A drilling apparatus for drilling a deviated bore, coniprises a tubular 
outer member (12) having an offset and adapted for rotatably supporting a 
drill bit (24) . The member has a gripping arrangement (20) for selectively 
engaging the wall of a bore to restrain the member against rotation • An 
inner member (32) ia provided within the outer member for coupling to the 
drill bit at one end and to a drill string at another end.
